Advocates Bond Issue for Roads. 


In advocating the issuance of bonis 
to secure money to construct roads, he | 
said: 

The older states, which are leading in 
this work, are raising the money either 
by a state tax or state bonds. In New 
York, where the roads are in pretty 
fair condition, recently the constitu- 
tion was amended so as to permit a 
$50,000,000 issue of state bonds for 
highway improvement, showing the in- 
terest the cities feel in this work. The 
vote in New York was nearly solid for 
bonds. Not one cent of this money 
will be spent in the city, yet if the 
same values that now exist shall hold 
g00d when the bonds are due and pay- 
able, Greater New York will pay over 
75 per cent of them. New Yorkers 
have shown themselves wise in money 
matters and they favor bonds to raise 
cheap money. If such a course is good 
in a state so well improved as New 
York, it strikes me as a wiser course 
to be pursued by the newer states. The 
state bond insures cheap money, and 
the increase of values will more than 
take care of the interest and will 
therefore reduce taxes. When the bond 
falls due we will have greater wealth 
and more people to pay it and if the 
road has been kept up those who come 
after and have the bonds to meet will 
have in the road full value. 

Bonds increase our circulation, as 
they are usually sold away from home 
and our own people do ‘the work an 
earn the money, and it is put in cir- 
culation in our state when it will do 
good to every interest. 

Laying Out Roads. 


In laying out a system of roads to 
cover a state the shortest distance 
should be selected, as. evéry mile of 
road not only costs money to build 
and maintain it, but is a tax on all 
products hauled over it for all time. 

Statistics show that in our county it 
costs 26 cents per ton per mile. An 
ordinary team on @ good road will 
easily hau! two tons of freight, and one 
mile added means the same as a toll 
gate charging each team 60 cents. The 
railroads have learned this lesson and 
at great expense seek to shorten their 
route when the same !s possible.

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16 AMERICAN WARSHIPS 
HAVE PASSED SINGAPORE 


Many Launches and Steamers, Filled 
With Spectators, Escorted the

Singapore, December 6.—The United States 
Atlantic battleship fleet passed through here 
today. The scout cruiser Yankton, which has 
been here for a few days, kept in constant 
communication with the fleet during its pas- 
sage, but otherwise the battleships did not 
communicate with the shore.

“A DISCOVERY AND A RESULT. 


The hookworm disease has ceaged to be a subject of idle jest and doubt- 
ing fling; it is a condition now realized, if not yet generally understood in ail 
its aspects. 

With indisputable proof of its existence, with undoubted knowledge of the 
methods of infection and of the life history of the parasite, with its known 
depressing and often fata] results and the simple remedies and methods of 
prevention, with boards of health in at least six southern states engaged in 
active and persistent warfare looking to its eradication, it has ceased to be 
a laughing matter. 

In an editorial article in The Progressive Farmer, of Raleigh, reproduced 
in The Constitution, these aspects are well presented and the conclusion 
reached is one of hope in the beneficial and far-reaching results to be at- 
tained through an aroused sense of danger that will lead to determined action. 

Intelligence no longer questions the reality of the condition ; it is setting 
about to meet and conquer this enemy to life and health. 

it is from the realization of the danger and knowledge “of how to deal 
with it that beneficent results will come. 

If the known presence of this disease and its effects will lead to the 
general adoption of modern and safe sanitary methods in the country dis- 
tricts, where the ravages of this disease are most felt, it will, in its ultimate 
results, prove a blessing in disguise. 

For the application of better sanitary methods in the country will have 
the effect not only of eradicating the hookworm and restoring those affected 


in whatever community they breed and thrive and circulate. 

The discovery, together with knowledge of methods of treatment, is, 
therefore, rather a cause for gratification, provided the people will recognize 
it as a condition to be grappled with and overcome. | 

There is evidence that they are beginning to do this, but it is a big cam- 
paign and there is hard work ahead. 

Both cure and prevention must be brought to the contest, and in the 
latter, in the cleaning up around the country home, whether it be palatial 
residence or log cabin, lies the greatest hope for the future. 

“Cleanliness is next to Godliness,” is not a Biblical quotation, but it is 
true and wholesome enough to have been of divine origin.

THE STATE VS. THE FEDERAL COURTS. 

These two things stand out clearly in the recent decision of the supreme 
court of the United States in the Virginia 2-cent rate case. 

1. Foreign corporations are not denied the protection of .the federal 
courts, 

2. Recourse should first be had by them to legislative and judicial au- 
thorities created by the state, before resorting to federal courts. 
| The conclusion might easily be reached that the supreme court holds to 
the belief that federal courts may not. take jurisdiction of a suit begun in 
the state courts until the final word has been said by the highest court in 
the state. | 
| The Virginia rate case recently decided turned purely upon a matter 
of procedure; namely, whether a foreign railroad corporation could take its 
case to the federal court when it was pending before a state authority. 

The Virginia Corporation Commission, under the constitution of that state, 
is endowed with iegislative and executive as well as judicial powers. At 
one time it may be acting legislatively, as in promulgating a rate. At an- 
other it may be sitting as a court, as when proceeding against roads to en- 
force orders already put into effect. 

The commission held to the opinion that in this instance they were sit- 
ting as a court of the state and their action could not be enjoined by a 
federal court. This view was taken by Chief Justice Fuller and Justice 
Harlan, in concurring in the decision, but the majority of the court held 
the commission was at the time acting in its legislative and not its 


capacity

not its alleged contiscatory character. The rate is already in effect by 
agreement between the railroads and the commission. Judge Pritehard’s in- 
junction against the commission to enforce them from promulgating the rate 
was, therefore, practically nullified. 

The cases will be retained in the federal court until passed upon finally 
by the Virginia supreme court of appeals. The roads must exhaust the rem- 
edies afforded by the state courts before claiming their rights in the federal 
courts. 

if the 2-cent rate should be affirmed by the highest state court, the roads 
may gO into the federal court and press the argument of unconstitutionality. 
Then the question of confiscation must be settled in the light of facts a 
to the valuation of the roads, the {income which the rate will afford and the 
relation between the two. 

Although the decision sets forth very clearly that a state cannot restrict 
citizens of another state having property within its borders, when invaded by 
unusual acts of state officers, to filing suits for redress in its own courts, it 
does prove— 

When a state shows every solicitude for the rights of railroads and for- 
eign residents and makes every provision to have them guarded, it is but 
fair for claimants to make sure that the legislative and judicial bodies of the 
State will not respect what they believe to be their rights before resorting to

THE PSYCHOLOGICAL PHENOMENA 
OF OHIRTSTIANITY. By George Bar- 
tion Cutten. Poe bewailed the inroads 
of science wpoon our delusions and illus- 
fons, bringing against that staid and un- 
emotiional old lady the charge of plac- 
ing Mfe upon too unimaginative and 
mathematical a basis. 

We have rich reason to thank her for 
her latterday accomplishments in  be- 
half of religion. Slowly, and with con- 
wietion to thiowe not wilfully or timor 
ously deaf and biind, she is chiseliing 
away misconceptions thet have 
imade the road to Ohristianity im- 


passatie to many people, and establish- 
ing for others who do not believe thet 
religion is Incompatible with reason, a 
ground for the faith that is in them. 

In the van of the constructive scient- 
éttes who are turning their influence to 
the advancement of spirituality, come 
the modern ypeychologists. The first 
misgiving that their assertions wold 
ewell the tide of unrest and unbelief, 
has been supplanted by the steadily 
growing comviction that is logical to 
hope for the diametrically ogposed re- 
sult, 

In the current instance, Professor 
Cutten takes up many of the abnormal 
phenomena that have characterized 
Christianity since its founding, includ- 
ing miracles, and explaining them from 
a psychological basis yet succeeded in 
dnfinétely strengthening the truly §re- 
iigious side of the comtroversy. 

Of empecial value is the work of Pro- 
ifeasor Cutten, as it exposes the unde-

Editor Constitution: A friend of mine 
jhas just handed me a copy of an At- 
'lanta paper of November 13, 1908, con- 
taining Governor Smith's letter to Ho., 
Charles S. Barrett in regard to his in- 
ability to attend the New Orleans 
Farmers’ Uniton and Business Mens 
convention.

“Tf we estimate the cost of productlo,

An increase 
of 2 cents would double the net profit. 

Tt does seem to that as a soutili- 
/ernm man, Governor Smith might have 
been satisfied with—his trip to soutn- 
érn Europe to secure immigrants Whv 
would have lowered the wages of our 
southern cotton producers-—-or when he 
issued his famous bear statement that 
Georgia would produce 2,000,000 bales 
‘of cotton, or when he again backed up 
Petjeman in southern immigration 
schemes—but no, se must Strike tie 
south another blow. In his own woOrus 
las quoted above estimates the cost 
of cotton at 8 cents 
| The mills of this country are per- 
fectly willing to pay 10, 15, 20 cents 
per pound for their cotton so the price 
be uniform. Our merchants, bankers, 
farmers and every professional man 
would be made prosperous by a good 
price for cotton. 

The only men in this country 
ested in a low price for cotton are tne 
bear speculators of New York and 
other gambling exchanges and their 
coadjutators or partners in crime. 

Suppose we figure a little on wnat 
the real cost of co.ton is. Our best 
government experts, counting a mans 
wages at $! per day, cultivating twenty 
in cotton and multiplying tne 
product of that twenty acres by the 
average product of the United States, 
| gives the cost of cotton as 16 2-3 cents 
i per pound. 

Mr. D. A. Tompkins, at the 
|'Paris congress of spinners, said: 
“And in order that it may yield 4 
'decent living to the farmer, compara- 
‘ble with the living of manufacturing 
(people in the same states, the price or 
'eotton should be about 15 cents.” 

[t possible for a man to rent a 
piece of land and charge against that 
land only, the rent, work, fertilizers, 
‘expense of gathering, etc., and raise 
|eotton for about 8 cents per pound but 
| the cotton of the southern states 8 
inot raised in this way. For unuer the 
/ proposition as above stated, there ar 
ino family or expenses of like nature 
lcharged against producing this partic- 
viar cotton. 

The census office reports 
taking into consideration all the 
farmers of the cotton belt, large 
small. the production is only nine bales 
per farmer. 
The average 

liberal allowance, 
bales of cotton. If 
erough at home to run his farm, we 
say. and rightly so, that he is a good 
farmer. Counting these supplies as the 
poard of himself. wife and children, he 
has only the six bales of cotton to show 
for their wages for that year. At tne 
present price of cotton (9 cents), this 
would amount to $270. 

Now let us see what this 
really cost him. The man is” sureiy 
worth $f! per day, or a total of $365. 
His wife. to put her on the same Dasis 
‘as a negro cook, Is worth $3 per week, 
or $156 per annum, making a total of 
$42! for the wages of the man and 
\wife, or over I4 cents per pound for 
ithe cotton.

In the light of all these facts, and 
thev can be readily proven, it naturally 
makes a cotton farmer tired to hear 
anybody state that the cost of cotton 
is 8 cents per pound. 

Whenever a southern farmer Sells 
cotton for less than 15 cents per 
pound, he is not getting that to whien 
his honest labor entitles him. 

The best estimates of the | 
experts of New York show that since 
the presidential election the price of 
siocks on the exchange, during bus- 
iness hours, have gone up $1,000,000 
per minute. During the same time the 
price of cotton has fluctuated up and 
down some !0 to 25 points. 

The main reason why the price of 
cotton has not gone up, as did the 
istocks, is because of the efforts of the 
bear speculators to seep it down. and 
erroneous statements of some of our

Recently the warden of our county 
sail published figurég in our dally pa- 
pers showing that for nine months this 
year the expenses ot feeding our coun- 
(vy prisoners had decreased more than 
$5,000, about one-third less than the 
Same period last year, which decrease 
he attributes té6 prohibition. 

Our criminal judges say that capital 
felonies have decreased under prohibi- 
t.0n about 50 per cent and other cases 
about 40 per cent. 

The Birmingham Age-Herald, in a re- 
cent issue, printed tne statement that 
on account Of tnere being no empty 
Store rooms in the business portion of 
Our city the ladies of the South Side 
Baptist church were compelled to hold 
their bazar in a private home, and an 
Ordinary observer on our streets can 
verify very readily this condition. 

Our building inspector's books show 
that for eleven months, 1908, Birming- 
ham has issued about 400 building per- 
mits, involving an expenditure of 


over the same period in 1907. 

The capitalization of Birmingham and 
the immediate district has increased 
between fifteen and twenty million dol- 
lars during !908, all of which are splen- 
di¢d economic testimontals to the fact 
that prohibition at least does not in- 
jure the economic welfare of the com- 
munity, 

The liquor people are sending out 
Statements from Birmingham that the 
law will be changed, and an attempt is 
made in that article to cause the in- 
ference that the temperance people are 
compelled by circumstances and condi- 
tions to feel that this ought to be done, 
but we wish to assure you that such is 
not a fact. The ex-liquor men are the 
ones who want a change made and 90 
per cent of the best citizenship of Jef- 
ferson county and Birmingham will re- 
sist any effort to go back to the open 
saloon. The prohibition of the liquor 
traffic has done more for Birmingham 
these first eleven months of trial than 
its most zeaious advocates belleved it 
would, and we propose to give it a 
fuirer test each passing year. 

It might be well for us to 
editorial from The Birmingham News, 
a responsible and reliable daily srws- 
paper of our city. Thig editoria! ap- 
peared the day after Thanksgiving. Be- 
fore giving the editorial we wish to 
cail attention to tne fact tnat on 
Thanksgiving day, 1907, there were 
eighteen arrests for drunkenness on the 
Streets of Birmingham; this was with 
Open saloon. This year, under pro- 
hibition, with all the reported attempts 
at the breaking of this law, and the 
numerous blind tigers said to be pre- 
Vailing, there were only three. We give 
you the editorial from The News:

was marked by every 
large crowds on the streets of Birmingham. 
Thousands spent most of the day out of 
doors. The street cars were packed with peo- 
ple. The same may be said of election night, 
when large crowds were on the streets to read 
the news bulletins. 

And here it is again, a public holiday, 
with thousands on the streets and no trouble, 
nobody hurt. These conditions were never 
known when the open saloons were turning 
out large numbers of boisterous, excited 
men, many of whom were ready to start a 
disturbance of some kind as soon as they 
got under the influence of IUquor. The con- 
trast must necessarily present itself to the 
mind of the thoughtful man as an argument 
in favor of prohibition. Ever since it went 
Into effect Birmingham has been a much 
safer and a much better place to live in. If 
prohibition is given the chance in this com- 
munity to which it is entitled as an institu- 
tion established by law it will prove a potent 
factor as the champion of the public peace, 
maintenance of the public safety, preserva- 
tion of the public welfare.

And as his devoted wife, a 
woman of pleasant, attractive face, a 
luxuriant growth of lily white hair, 
placed her hand upon his shoulder, he 
simply recognized it with ai smile, 
without even turning his head toward 
her. 

Without a flinch, he heard all the 
convincing testimony against him, and 
when the case was given the jury 
he heard the charge without emotion. 

Three Absorbing Features. 


But as to what was shown upon the 
witness stand. Apart from =the 
wounding of Mitchell himself forty- 
eight hours after the abduction . of 
Miss Linton, there were three absorb- 
ing features of the trial:

He 
admitted having been in Moultrie the 
afternoon the telegram was sent to 
Miss Linton. He declared he had writ- 
ten the Vareen letter, which was pre- 
sented to establish his handwriting, 
but denied having written the Moultrie 
telegram or the Ritchie letter. He de- 
nied any knowledge of the skirt, the 
shirt waist, the stockings, the gloves, 
the towel, the mirror, the lantern or 
other features presented by the state 
as evidence. In fact, every allegation 
of the commonwealth was admitted by 
Mitchell, except that of his presence 
in the buggy that night with Miss Lin- 
ton. 

Then, when it came the defendant's 
time, Mitchell set yp an alibi, showing 
by witnesses who reside in Thomas 
county that he was from two to three 
miles from the scene of the rescue 
when it occurred, and something like 
five miles from the grown at the time 
Miss Linton entered the buggy. 


Plea of Insanity a Surprise. 


Again it was practically demonstrat- 
ed to the jury and to the assembly that 
Mitchell, 1f he were ‘the guilty party, 
was insane-—wholly insane—at the time 
the offense was committed. While the 
presentation of that element of the 
trial was entirely unexpected by the 
gathering, and was practically the sen- 
sation of the investigation, many were 
completely satisfied by the testimony 
the defense offered, that the abduction, 


if accomplished by Mitchell, was the 
work of a man with an unbalanced 
mind. 


That paragraph of the story was writt- 


ten 3 when Rube Arnold, of Atlanta, 
working for the defense, presented a 
hypothetical question. That question 


covered the work of the abductor com- 
pletely, leaving out’no detail of what 
Was done that evening, and concluded 
with a query as to whether or not 
Mitchell, if he were the Guilty party, 
was sane or insane when the abduc- 
tion was worked. Positively and with- 
Out any hesitancy, two Physicians, one 
an expert on diseases of the brain, both 
having known Mitchell all his life, de- 
clared that the abduction was the act 
of an insane man.

Eone by had been erratic in many acts; 
that he had done things a Sane, a ra- 
f'onal mind, would never dream of in 
the most visionary minutes. 


Mitchell Cool and Unmoved. 


Many were the dramatic, impressive

Was Given to Female Attire. 
An ex-professor at Emory, when 
reading a story of the abduction to 


his wife, coming to that feature dealing 
with Mitchell in female attire, tossed 
the paper aside remarking to his wife: 

“That's one of Will Mitchell's old 
jokes. He was in the habit of doing 
that same thing at Emory college.” 

Near Mitchell resides one of the pio- 
neers of this section. He tells of some 
of Mitchell's erratic ways. 

“Some time ago,” he said, ‘Bill Mitch- 
ell bought tnwo fine hogs.

McIntosh and Cul- 
pepper, who attended him, found smoke 
On the outside of the window pane. This 
they rubbed off with their fingers in 
studying the case. Both physicians are 
thoroughly satisfied that Mitchell did 
not shoot himsel, while Mitchell still 
asserts that he saw the man through 
the window just as he was ready to 
shoot, and, in that way, escaped pos- 
sibly death by dodging.

Ball Company, who has the decorating 
contract, for new ideas whid} might be usea 
in the Grand Central Palace affair to make 
it totally different from any show seen this 
side of the Atlantic. The fact that all the 
foreign makers are to exhibit in the paiace 
only, making it the international exhibition 
of the year, adds strongly to the ideas to be 
embodied in the decorations. For this reason 
the show committee deemed it best to include 
a considerable amount of European sugges- 
tlons in the decorating scheme. For several 
months artists, designers, sculptors and dec- 
orators have been at work perfecting the 
ideas of the show committee. : 

Thousands of electric lights, ofl paintings, 
bevel glass mirrors, tropical gardens, statues, 
streamers, grouped flags of each nation rep- 
resented in the exhibits, powerful search- 
lights and blending of harmonious colors will, 
in brief, cause the Grand Central Palace 
show to be an epoch-maker in automobile 
history. 

Not only will the interior of the palace be 
decorated, but the exterior will be given 
more than ordinary attention by the artists, 
while the main lobby and stairways leading 
to the main court will be given special at- 
tention by the artists and sculptors. 

The present public entrance on Lexington 
avenue is to be made into an attractive porte 
cochere, with massive statuary of Egyptian 
design supporting electric signs which will 
flash out a welcome td the show. Electric 
searchlights at the entrances will be errange4d 
sO as to be seen at a great distance, and 
two other signs, 18 feet in width, will cover 
the rear wall. Surmounting the two columns 
will be a classic ballustrade with lerge urns 
filled with evergreens, lending their scenic 
éffect to a huge ofl painting representing an 
onrushing automobile that is leaving a flam- 
ing, comet-like trail of dust and light in its 
wake. 

Inside, the vestibule will be arfisticany 
draped with flags of al) nations and large 
urns, while at the stairway approach will be 
two life-size female figures resting on an 
eagle supporting 4 wheel.

He 
explained the spiritual significance of 
the laymen’s movement, and said that 
it was the greatest problem that con- 
fronted the Christian world today. He 
spoke of the educational side and of 
the philanthropic side of the movement. 
His address was delivered with great 
emphasis and made a deep impression.

Answer-Wou do not describe the 
Symptoms, but your diagnosis is— 
scratches, and I prescribe accordingly, 
although it may be even more than 
that. 

It is "well to know what are the com- 
mon causes of scratches, and | there- 
fore name them: In the fast-going 
horse, one cause is the sweat running 
down the legs and lodging in the hol- 
low of the heel, irritating the tender 
skin and causing it to become dry and 
erack. This may be ava&ded by rub- 
bing the legs and heels dry and then 
applying a little vaseline, as s800n as 
ft horse is taken to the atable. An- 
other cause is wet and cold draughnis 
coming under door and striking on 
the heels

In all cases of scratches, poultice the 
heels for a few days, using any con- 
venient material, guch as bran, or boil- 
ed and mashed turnips, the object be- 
ing to remove the soreness and inflam- 
mation.
